. The Pearson Air Museum continues to offer displays and festivals celebrating the history of 
flight. 


. Fort Vancouver National Historic Site continues its archaeological exploration of the 1825 British 


Hudson's Bay Company outpost that became one of the West's major U.S. military outposts 
through World War Il. 


. The Two Rivers Heritage Museum of Washougal and the North Clark Historical Museum at Amboy 
continually upgrade their displays and offer public programs.
